— L ist of Species in a small Collection of Butterflies 
from the South Seas. By ARTHUR GARDINER Butler,

A collection of Diurnal Lepidoptera has recently been sent 
to the British ilusenm by' Julius Brenchley', Esq., which, 
though small, contains several interesting novelties. The 
species are all referable to two of the five Iihopalocerous fami- 
lies, and the majority' of them to the subfamily Danainse. 

Family Nymphalidae, (Westwood) Bates.
